The cure is often protracted by the 
irregularity of the patient, who ſometimes is 
kind enough to impute it to the miſmanage- 
ment of his ſurgeon; and on the other hand, 
it may ſo happen, as to be really the caſe. 
Some of the reaſons aſſigned for the diffi- 
culty of curing ulcers on the legs, will hold 
S000 in thoſe of the urethra: the ſituation of 
both affording a depending orifice, or drain to 
the humours, which conſequently will very 
readily flow down thereto; and when Nature 
has been accuſtomed for a length of time to 
any particular evacuation, or the outlet there- 
of, the flux of humours will there be very 
conſiderable, and the talk of diverting them 
to any other channel will be proportionably 
difficult. Another difagreeable circumſtance 
attending ulcerations of the urethra, is, the 
frequent flows of urine over them, which at 
times being highly acrimonious, mult inter- 
rupt the digeſtion of the ulcers; and a part 
of it lodging in them, may corrode in ſome 
degree, unleſs prevented by proper topical ap- 
_ plications, which cannot here be conveyed in 
a more ſuitable form than that of injection.

the compoſition of bougies, cannot be too 


much inculcated, when we confider: the de- 

licate texture of the urethra and its extreme 
irritability : no two parts of the body, I pre- 

ſume, bear greater analogy in point of ſenſi- 


bility, than the urethra to the eye. In the 
management of bougies, more attention is 
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neceffary than people i in general i imagine; for = 
inſtance, if too large a one be introduced, 
too much force uſed, either an hæmorrhage - 
(that very much alarms the patient, though in 
other reſpects not prejudicial) or an inflam- : 
mation enſues; which muſt retard the cure, 5 
ſhould it produce no other diſagreeable 44 
fect.

" few thing gs would tend more to prevent the 
diſeaſe in queſtion than theſe ablutions, if 
properly purſued. An immerſion of the whole 
body would certainly be preferable to a partial 


bath, but as the former is not always practi- 


cable, and is generally attended with great 


trouble and inconvenience, we muſt content 


ourſelves with the latter, provided it be dili- 
cently perſiſted in. Certain ſects are ſtrictly 
| enjoined to make frequent ablutions, as a ce- 
remony or duty incumbent on the profeſſors 
of ſuch religions: a cuſtom, however, of this 
kind, (if viewed only in a temporal light) 
mult be highly beneficial to ſociety. Can 
any good reaſon be aſſigned, why the external

Emollient fomentations and cataplaſms, aſ- 
fiſted with gentle purgatives, and fnild alte- 
rants, will ſoon abate the ſymptoms, which 
generally diſappear in the courſe of a few 
days ; eſpecially if the diſcharge has been ra-

To prevent a relapſe, it will tid 

to keep the inteſtines in a laxative ſtate, which 
may be eaſily effected by the uſe of lac ſub 
phuris, . or magneſia alba; the preference 
however muſt be given to the former, as it 
will at the ſame time prove no inſignificant I 
alterative. The moſt obſtinate caſes are ſuch _ 
as derive their origin from a leprous humour, 1 5 
one of theſe I remember to have ſeen; it Was 
attended with a very high degree of inflam- 
mation, and required venæſection, opiates and 
cathartics, together with the moſt powerful 
internal alteratives, and external emollients. 
A compoſition of camphor, antimony and 
ſulphur, was in this caſe extremely uſeful; 
the cure indeed might with juſtics be 
aſcribed to it; every other medicine having 
proved ineffectual. . 
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T x cure of gleets and weakneſſes in either 
ſex, will generally require a conſiderable time, 
but if the methods I have recommended be 
put in practice, and properly purſued, I am 
firmly perſuaded that they will very ſeldom 
fail of ſucceſs. . 
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
